F irem en received 85 ala rm s in 
1955 and p articip a ted in one air 
raid a le rt according to records at 
the engine house. 32 of the alarm s 
were for G ettysburg Borough and 
53 from surro u n d in g ru ral areas. 
The rescue truck w as called out 42 
tim es in the p a st y ear. 
Ja n u ary had th e larg est total of 
alarm s — four in the borough and 
ll ru ra l calls. Ja n u a ry wa* also 
the w orst m onth for fires in the 
ru ra l area. April followed w ith eight 
calls.

statio n , the rain fall w as found to 
be less th an an inch below the 54- 
y e a r av erag e and ’.he average daily 
te m p e ra tu re w ithin a degree and a 
half of the m ythical "n o rm al.’’ 
It w as a "n o rm a l” y ear in spite 
of th e d riest J a n u a ry ever reco rd ­ 
ed here, a M arch th a t rece.ved 
n e arly double its usual am ount of 
rain fall, « w arm er than norm al, 
A pril, a M ay th at w as hot and dry. 
a Ju n e th a t w as cool and wet, a 
Ju ly th a t was the hottest m onth 
h e ie in m ore than half a century, 
the h o ttest August and one of the 
w ettest on record here and the cold­ 
est D ecem ber since 1919 and the 
d riest D ecem ber in the local record 
books. 
T h e daily average tem p era tu re 
in G ettysburg last y ear w as 5385 
d eg rees w hich is 1.45 degrees above 
the n o rm al of 52 4 degrees 
Im provem ent O ver ’54 
T o tal rainfall in G ettysburg in 
1955 w as 40 06 inches, exactly n.ne- 
te n th s of an inch sh o rt of the nor­ 
m al figure of 40.99 inches. T hat 
total included 17.5 inches of snow 
and w as a g re a t im provem ent over 
1954 w hich w as m ore than 8 inches 
sh o rt on rain w ith a total of only 
32 88 inches. 
T he snow-fall last y e a r show ed an 
in crease over 1954 w hich cam e to 
a little less than 13 inches. 1053 had 
19.3 inches and 1952 received 12.7 
inches.

544 Seats At Stake 
Thera were 544 seats at stake 
in continental France and a record 
5 300 c a n d i d a t e s after them. 
There also was a record number 
of eligible voters—26.871,688. 
Voters in overseas areas name 
50 deputies today. Two others, one 
from New Caledonia and one from 
the Society Islands In the Pacific, 
will be elected later this month. 
In Algeria, where 30 deputies 
normally would be elected, voting 
was postponed indefinitely because 
of a terrorist campaign by na­ 
tionalist extremists.
